SYNOPSIS: 


On March 16, 2014, Deputies Lawrence Lynch, amm and Lewis Orantes, ш 
responded to an emergency call regarding a person screaming and gunshot heard at 

16" Street West, Lancaster. Both deputies were driving marked Sheriff's 
Department patrol cars and were assigned as single man units. Deputies Lynch and 
Orantes communicated their locations as they responded on the tactical frequency. 
Deputy Orantes requested Aero Bureau support but no airship was available. The call 
was updated to indicate gunshots were heard and there was a possible gunshot victim 
prior to their arrival. 


Deputy Lynch drove south through the apartment complex on 16" Street West while he 
searched for the correct building. The complex consisted of numerous multi-unit, two 
story buildings, all of which are addressed as 16!” Street West. 


When Deputy Lynch reached the intersection with the east/west access road m | 
16" Street West, a citizen advised him there was a male Black adult who was bleeding 
to his west. Deputy Lynch believed this male was a victim and drove west on the 
access road between the buildings numbered] and

the location from which the photographs were taken is 
included with Exhibit D. 


Suspect Spears walked north through the carport from the sidewalk on the south side of 
the access road as Deputy Lynch approached. Deputy Lynch did not detect any threat 
in the mannerisms displayed by Suspect Spears. His view of Suspect Spears was 
partially obstructed by the parked vehicles. He could not see Suspect Spears hands. 
Deputy Lynch was about fifteen to twenty yards from Suspect Spears when he emerged 
from behind the vehicles. Suspect Spears suddenly fired gunshots at the patrol car as 
he sprinted toward Deputy Lynch. 


IAB Note: Suspect Spears stated he fired one shot in the air prior to the 
arrival of the deputies during his interview by Homicide. He 
told Deputy Banos he fired four rounds at the deputies, see 
Exhibit A, page 49. Suspect Spears' firearm had a capacity 
of thirteen rounds in the magazine and one round in the 
chamber. The weapon was recovered with ten live rounds. 


There was a total of three expended .380 caliber shell 
casings recovered. One casing was recovered on the 
landing outside Араптеп эга the other two in a cement 
planter near the area in which Suspect Spears initiated his 
attack on Deputy Lynch. 


Deputy Lynch felt Suspect Spears had him at a disadvantage due to the short distance 
which separated them and the speed of the attack. Deputy Lynch immediately reversed 
the patrol car at maximum speed to create distance between them. Suspect Spears 
chased the patrol car and was able to close to a distance of approximately five feet 
before he discontinued his assault about half the distance between 16'^ Street West and 
the first parallel access road to the west. Deputy Lynch stopped when he reached the 
intersection with 16" Street West and broadcast his status via the radio. 


Deputy Orantes arrived at the apartment complex and drove south on 16% Street West, 
then west on an east/west access road. Deputy Orantes was informed Suspect Spears 
was to his south by a passing citizen. He drove south in an access road which formed a 
T intersection with the east/west access road on which Deputy Lynch travelled. Deputy 
Orantes saw Suspect Spears run east and out of view on the access road when he was 
approximately fifty yards from the intersection. Suspect Spears fit the description given 
in the call but he did not see a firearm. Deputy Orantes removed his duty weapon from 
his holster and opened his driver's door in preparation because the call indicated

Suspect Spears possessed a firearm. He continued south to ascertain Suspect Spears' 
location. 


Suspect Spears ran back to the west as Deputy Orantes neared the T intersection. 
Suspect Spears pointed his gun at Deputy Orantes as he ran. Deputy Orantes heard 
one shot and saw a muzzle flash from Suspect Spears' weapon. Deputy Orantes exited 
his patrol car and fired multiple rounds at Suspect Spears to stop this threat. Deputy 
Orantes did not place the patrol car in park and it continued to roll forward. He did not 
know how the vehicle came to a stop. Deputy Orantes believed the slide on his firearm 
locked to the rear to indicate it was empty, and he reloaded the weapon with a 
magazine from his pouch.

Gunshots сап be heard on the 911 call labeled (226 9116 
contained within Exhibit A. There are two gunshots at 
00:25 and multiple gunshots at 00:41. 


IAB Note: Deputy Orantes’ weapon was recovered with fourteen 
rounds in the magazine and one round in the chamber. 
There was a magazine recovered on the ground northwest 
of his patrol car which contained two live rounds. One 
additional live round was discovered on the ground. 


Deputy Orantes stated he carried the weapon with fifteen 
rounds in the magazine and one round chambered. There 
were potentially thirteen rounds fired based on the count of 
remaining live rounds. There were eleven expended 9MM 
shell casings recovered at the scene. 


Suspect Spears was struck in the right hand and forearm and dropped the gun. Deputy 
Orantes did not realize Suspect Spears dropped the firearm. Suspect Spears ran to the 
landing outside 16^ Street West land yelled for Witness| to allow him 
entry to the apartment. Deputy Orantes chased Suspect Spears and detained him at 
gunpoint. Deputy Orantes broadcast he was involved in a shooting and had detained 
the suspect at gunpoint.

Deputy Lynch saw Suspect Spears shoot to the north as he ran west after he 
discontinued his pursuit of Deputy Lynch. Deputy Lynch heard multiple gunshots and 
saw Deputy Orantes emerge from the area in which Suspect Spears had shot. Deputy 
Orantes chased Suspect Spears to the west and Deputy Lynch drove west to assist. 
Deputy Lynch saw Suspect Spears' firearm on the ground on the access road and 
positioned his patrol car over the firearm to ensure it was not moved. 


IAB Note: А latent print on the handgrip of the recovered .380 caliber 
firearm was identified as Suspect Spears' right middle finger. 
See Crime Lab report labeled Exhibit A, pages 170-173. 


Suspect Spears was ordered down the stairs and taken into custody without further 
incident after the arrival of assisting units. Los Angeles County Fire Department 
paramedics provided treatment to Suspect Spears at the scene. He was transported to 
Antelope Valley Hospital Medical Center for further treatment. 


Homicide Detectives Ronald Duval, MEN. and Frank Salerno, ANN responded 
to conduct the criminal investigation. See completed investigation attached as Exhibit 
A. Suspect Spears was arrested on March 20, 2014 under booking #3901162. 


The case was submitted to the Justice System Integrity Division of the District 
Attorney's Office for review. See Letter of Opinion labeled Exhibit B.

The shooting occurred during daylight hours. The weather was clear. 
INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENT: 


Deputy Lewis Orantes, AE was interviewed by Homicide Detectives Duval and 
Salerno on March 16, 2014. This interview was audio recorded and transcribed as Job 
#42321. See Transcriptions section for a verbatim copy of the interview. Detective 
Duval summarized this interview in a supplementary report attached as Exhibit A, 
pages 86-88. Deputy Orantes is no longer employed by the Los Angeles County 
Sheriff Department. On April 30, 2015, Deputy Orantes' attorney, Mitchell Kander of 
Green and Shinee, advised Deputy Orantes declined to interview with Internal Affairs. 


Deputy Orantes was working a single man uniformed patrol assignment. He was 
waiting for the mortuary to arrive on a person dead call in which Homicide was not 
responding. He heard the call regarding a person screaming and requested permission 
to leave his location and respond to the call because it was busy and he didn't hear any 
other units acknowledge the call. 
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Deputy Orantes responded to the call from five to eight miles away. The call was 
upgraded to a gunshot victim while he responded. Deputy Orantes requested Aero and 
was informed they were not available. 


Deputy Lynch coordinated the call as they responded. Deputy Lynch intended to make 
contact with the victim and initiate a crime broadcast. The call was updated with a 
suspect description when Deputy Orantes was about one to two miles from the location. 
They were also advised the suspect had left the apartment. 


Deputy Orantes turned off his siren and emergency lights as he entered the apartment 
complex from the north on 16" Street West. The call was updated to indicate the 
suspect was standing outside of a specific building and Deputy Orantes located a sign 
which indicated the location of the building and drove west on an access road toward 
the building. He asked a citizen driving through the complex if he had seen the suspect 
and learned a person who fit the description was just south of his location. 


Deputy Orantes turned left and travelled south on an access road which formed a T 
intersection with the east/west access road nea A 15” Street West. He saw the 
suspect run from west to east on the east/west access road about fifty yards in front of 
him. He believed Suspect Spears fit the description of the suspect but did not see a 
firearm. 


Deputy Orantes removed his firearm from his holster and opened his driver's side door 
because he felt the suspect may be armed based on the call. He drove south to locate 
Suspect Spears. Suspect Spears appeared from the east as Deputy Orantes neared 
the intersection. Deputy Orantes estimated Suspect Spears was ten to fifteen yards. 
from his position. Suspect Spears lifted his right hand and fired one round at Deputy 
Orantes. Deputy Orantes heard the shot and saw the muzzle flash. 


IAB Note: Detective Duval estimated the distance between Suspect 
Spears and Deputy Orantes at the time Suspect Spears fired 
the shot as five to six yards based on the distance to the 
physical object Deputy Orantes used to estimate the 
distance during the interview. 


Deputy Orantes exited his patrol car and shot five to six times at Suspect Spears to 
neutralize the threat. He did not remember how he exited the patrol car or how the car 
came to a stop. He did not place the patrol car in park and saw it continue to roll 
forward. Deputy Orantes saw his slide was locked to the rear and believed his weapon 
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was empty. He completed a tactical reload as Suspect Spears ran between the cars in 
the carport and up the stairs to Apartment 


Deputy Orantes kept sight of Suspect Spears while he broadcast he had been involved 
in a shooting and had the suspect detained. He told Suspect Spears, “Hey, drop the 
gun. Fucking drop the fucking gun,” because he believed he was still armed. Suspect 
Spears said, “I don’t have the gun anymore,” and was yelling for the person in the 
apartment to allow him entry. 


Deputy Lynch arrived and they detained Suspect Spears at gunpoint until additional 
units arrived. 


EMPLOYEE WITNESS STATEMENT: 


Deputy Lawrence Lynch, A was interviewed by Homicide Detectives Duval 
and Salerno on March 16, 2014. IAB Sergeants Dennis Watters and Jeff Hamil were 
present for this interview. This interview was audio recorded and transcribed as Job 
3442343. See Transcriptions section for a verbatim copy of the interview. Detective 
Duval summarized this interview in a supplementary report attached as Exhibit A, 
pages 84-86. 


Deputy Lynch was interviewed by IAB Sergeants Watters and Г m May 21, 
2015. This interview was audio recorded and transcribed as Jobs #46384 and 46385. 
See Transcriptions section for a verbatim copy of the interview. 


Deputy Lynch was assigned to handle a call regarding a female screaming, which was 
updated to indicate a gunshots were heard and there was potentially a gunshot victim at 
the location. Deputy Lynch responded Code 3 from about two to three miles to the 
northwest. 


The apartment complex where the incident occurred is a large complex wherein 
individual addresses are difficult to locate. Deputy Lynch requested assisting units 
check the vicinity for a victim. 


Deputy Lynch entered the apartment complex at the north end on 16" Street West and 
drove to the south. A citizen told him there was a male who was hurt to his west as he 
turned the corner from 16" Street West to drive west on the access road. 


Deputy Lynch saw Suspect Spears walking behind cars parked along the south edge of 
the road as he approached. Suspect Spears appeared calm and Deputy Lynch 
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wondered if he was the victim. Suspect Spears did not display any aggressive 
mannerisms. 


IAB Note: Тһе suspect description was broadcast on the radio. Deputy 
Lynch did not recall hearing the information broadcast. 


Suspect Spears walked to the road and emerged from behind a Dodge truck. He 
immediately ran toward the patrol car as he fired multiple rounds at Deputy Lynch. 
Suspect Spears was about fifteen to twenty yards west of Deputy Lynch when he 
attacked. Deputy Lynch did not feel he had time to exit his patrol car, so he accelerated 
in reverse to gain distance from Suspect Spears. Suspect Spears closed to a distance 
of about five feet from the patrol car during his pursuit, and Deputy Lynch was surprised 
he did not hear any bullets strike his vehicle. 


Deputy Lynch drove in reverse to the intersection with 16" Street West. At some point 
Suspect Spears discontinued his pursuit of the patrol car and ran to the west. Deputy 
Lynch broadcast he was taking gunfire over the radio. 


Suspect Spears was about one half of the distance back to the location Deputy Lynch 
first saw him when Suspect Spears started shooting north toward the intersecting road 
from which Deputy Orantes emerged. Deputy Lynch heard multiple gunshots but wasn't 
sure how many Suspect Spears fired. He did not see Deputy Orantes fire any rounds. 
A building blocked his view until he saw Deputy Orantes chase Suspect Spears to the 
west. 


Deputy Lynch could not remember if he saw Suspect Spears drop his firearm on the 
access road. Deputy Lynch drove west to assist Deputy Orantes. He saw Suspect 
Spears' firearm on the ground and parked the front portion of his patrol car over the 
weapon to ensure it remained in place. 


Deputy Orantes broadcast on the radio as he chased Suspect Spears to the second 
floor landing outside Арагітепі where he was held at gunpoint. Suspect Spears 
was verbally uncooperative but kept his hands visible. Deputy Lynch believed he 
cursed at Suspect Spears but did not remember what he said. 


Suspect Spears was ordered down the stairs and taken into custody after the arrival of 
assisting units. Deputy Lynch noted an injury to Suspect Spears' forearm when he 
handcuffed him but did not know how the injury occurred. An unknown deputy removed 
Suspect Spears from the area after he was handcuffed. 
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IAB Note: Deputy Lynch marked a map during his interview with 
Internal Affairs. See Exhibit K.

Suspect Spears was involved in an argument with his girlfriend, who attempted to hit 
him with a hammer. He fired a shot in the air to keep her from hitting him. 


Suspect Spears fired four shots at the deputies. Suspect Spears apologized for 
shooting at the deputies. He was shot in the right hand during the incident. 


Registered Nurse II Dora Sobotie, 8 was interviewed by IAB Sergeant 
Watters via telephone on May 5, 2015. This interview was audio recorded and 
transcribed as Job #46017.

Suspect Spears told Registered Nurse ІІ Sobotie he shot at the police in an attempt to 
commit suicide.

CIVILIAN WITNESS STATEMENT: 
Witness EBENE was interviewed by Homicide Detectives Duval and Salerno on 
March 16, 2014. IAB Sergeants Dennis Watters and Jeff Hamil were present for this 


interview. This interview was audio recorded and transcribed as Job #42322. See 
Transcriptions section for a verbatim copy of the interview. Detective Duval 
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summarized this interview in a supplementary report attached as Exhibit A, pages 79- 
84. 


Witness was involved in a domestic violence incident with her NÉ Suspect 
Spears, while in Marina Del Rey. Witness hit Suspect Spears in the face with the 
back of her hand, causing a cut on his face, and Suspect Spears struck Witnes: 

in the face. 


The incident continued after they returned to their apartment in Lancaster. Suspect 
Spears choked Witness and she responded by striking him approximately three 
times in the head with a hammer. He released his chokehold and struck her once in the 
face and once in the back of her head. Suspect Spears was bleeding from the forehead 
after she struck him with the hammer. 


Witness eventually walked out of the apartment onto the second floor landing. 
Suspect Spears followed with a .380 caliber handgun. She said, “What are you doing?” 
and, “Please don't do this." Suspect Spears said, "| don't give a fuck about this,” and 
fired the gun once into the air. 


Witness walked downstairs and Suspect Spears returned to the house. Witness 
ШИШ saw a couple down the street and yelled a request for them to call 911 about four 
to five times. An unknown person came to a window and asked what she needed. She 
said, “Please call 911. He has а gun and my” 


Suspect Spears came downstairs with their on his left hip and the gun in his right 
hand. Suspect Spears gave Witness| their го said, “Tell пу love him,” 
multiple times. Suspect Spears removed his property, including his wallet and car keys, 
and placed it on the trunk of a nearby car. He provided the access code numbers for 
his bank accounts to Witness lll an told her he was owed one final paycheck. He 
told her to use the money as needed. Witness told him he was going to go to jail 
and requested he put the gun down. Suspect Spears refused and said, “I’m not taking a 
gun charge.” 


Witness returned to the apartment and locked the door. Suspect Spears 
remained in front of their apartment building pacing and cussing at her. Suspect Spears 
was in and out of her view through the front window. Suspect Spears told an unknown 
male who was walking with two children to remove the children from the area. 

She did not see what he did with the gun. 
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Witness called Suspect Spears [and walked outside to inform him. She 
retreated to the apartment when he approached. Suspect Spears asked her to open 
the door and she refused. He said, "Well just call my | and tell 007 ove her.” 
She also heard him tell an unknown person, “Tell the cops to come.” 


Witness heard two gunshots and then a cars tires screeching for an extended 
period. She heard an additional six to seven gunshots approximately thirty seconds to a 
minute after the first two gunshots. She was inside her apartment and did not see who 
fired the shots. 


Suspect Spears came up the stairs and asked her to open the door after the shooting. 
She refused. She heard the police shouting and Suspect Spears said, "I have no more 
gun." Suspect Spears said, “You don't have to talk to me like that,” but she did not hear 
what the police said to elicit this response. She heard the police tell Suspect Spears to 
roll and/or scoot down the stairs and saw him scoot down the stairs through the peep 
hole on the apartment door. When Suspect Spears was about one half way down the 
stairs she opened the door. She was told to close the door and complied. 


АЫ opened the door again when she heard the police tell Suspect Spears to 
get on his stomach. She was instructed to close the door but did not close it 
completely. She was ordered down the stairs after Suspect Spears was taken into 
custody. 


Witness EB was interviewed by Homicide Detectives Duval and 
Salerno on March 16, 2014. IAB Sergeants Dennis Watters and Jeff Hamil were 
present for this interview. This interview was audio recorded and transcribed as Job 
#42327. See Transcriptions section for a verbatim copy of the interview. Detective 
Duval summarized this interview in a supplementary report attached as Exhibit A, 
pages 77-78. 


Witness EEE 2 0 1| w— were in the carport near their 


apartment when they saw an argument between Suspect Spears and Witness irl 
near an apartment building to their southwest. They heard one gunshot as they carried 
groceries up the stairs to their apartment. 


Witness [EEE returned to his vehicle to obtain additional groceries and saw Witness 


run to the middle of the street carrying a baby. She yelled, “Call 911.” Witness 
walked to the top of his stairway and called 911. 
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Witness MEMO placed the groceries inside his apartment and returned to the top of 
the stairs outside his apartment. Suspect Spears was pacing near the building where 
the argument with \/йпев5 20 occurred. 


After a couple of minutes, a marked patrol vehicle drove west through the apartment 
complex toward Suspect Spears with the emergency lights activated. Suspect Spears 
ran northeast from the sidewalk toward the approaching patrol car. The patrol car 
stopped and immediately accelerated in reverse, with the tires screeching. Suspect 
Spears chased the patrol car on foot as it travelled east. Witness EN. ten to 
twelve rapid-fire gunshots while Suspect Spears chased the patrol car. The gunshots 
began almost immediately after the patrol car reversed course. Suspect Spears closed 
the distance with the patrol car to approximately five to the ten feet during the chase. 


Witness [EEE was unable to see if Suspect Spears fired the shots. His view of the 

upper portion of Suspect Spears’ body was obstructed by the carport when he entered 

the street to chase the patrol car. He was able to see Suspect Spears when he was on 
the sidewalk prior to chasing the patrol car.

Suspect Spears was involved in a domestic violence incident with his — | Witness 
while leaving a restaurant in Marina Del Rey. They returned to their apartment 
in Lancaster in separate vehicles and the domestic violence incident resumed. 


Suspect Spears was struck in the head with a hammer by Witness ЕШ He was 
frustrated and fired a shot into the air while standing on the balcony after he noticed 
blood coming from his head wound. 


Suspect Spears gave his property to Witness] He asked Witness to tell 
his mother he loved her, because he felt he was going to jail. Witness requested 


he put the gun down and he refused. He told her he didn’t want another gun case. He 
denied requesting the police be called or stating he was going to shoot it out with the 
police.
